“Cavalry riding." said the major. **1 e 
exciting. but very exhausting l>uslu--ss. 
Loag distance raid* In au enemy's 
rountry can In* made only where ib>*n* 

• re a good many horses. John Morgan 
mould never have made bis raid 
through Indiana and Ohio In l£d3 if 
the counties raided bad not been well 
supplied with the beet bone* In the 
treat. When be started from the Cart* 
tier land river. In east Tennessee. Mor¬ 
gan believed that he would sweep 
everything before him and that. If 
properly supported, be would capture 
Cincinnati. 

“Morgan, with a well organised bri¬ 
gade of cavaJry 4.000 strong, swept 
northward from the Cnmtierland river 
through Kentucky to the Ohio river at 
Brandeuberg. 40 miles below Louis¬ 
ville. There he captured two steam- 
lwiat*. crossed the river, swept through 
southern Indiana, galloped around Cin¬ 
cinnati. not more than ten miles from 
the city, and then moved eastward, 
expecting to cross the Ohio river at 
Butflngton. bat was driven back, made 
a .'either attempt at WellsrUle. but was 
finally captured at New Lisbon. 

“This was the most remarkable raid 
of the war. It carried panic and con¬ 
fusion Into Ohio and Indiana, bat in 
results It was of no benefit whatevyf 
to the Confederate cause. Morgan be¬ 
lieved that there would be an uprising 
In the Confederate Interest In Ken¬ 
tucky. There was not He believed 
that the ponce Democrats In Ohio 
would give him at leant secret support, 
but when his men stole the horses of 
the peace Democrats the latter Joined 
the ranks of Morgan's pursuers, and 
before the raid was half over the 
whole state was aroused, and men 
who had taken no Interest In the war 
previous to that time shouldered their 
squirrel rifles to fight the raiders who 
were stealing their horses and carry¬ 
ing the horrors of wsr to tfcelr very 
doom. 

“There was bard riding all the time 
for Morgan's men. They left behind 
them a wreckage of broken down 
horses. They kept ahead of thetr Un¬ 
ion pursuers simply because they stole 
horses right and left and remounted 
the men. but they were finally captur¬ 
ed. and that fall Ohio gave the war 
party the largest majority In the his 
tory of the state up to that time In 
fact the Morgan raid, by carrying the 
war Into the peaceful districts of In¬ 
diana and Ohio, provoked a furious 
feeling of resentment, which Influ¬ 
enced people for *0 yean. 

“The comedy of the raid was fur¬ 
nished by the people of the districts 
wholly unused to war. wholly unpre¬ 
pared for It and with exaggerated 
Ideas of the ferocity of Morgan's men 
For two weeks It was only necessary 
for some mischievous hoy to about 
'Morgan Is coming!' In any village In 
central or southern Ohio to create a 
panic. I know that many of the raiders 
after Morgan jm» no rest night or day. 
slept in the saddle, and not a few of 
them fell off their horses In sleep At 
the end of the raid they were as ex¬ 
hausted ss Morgan's men. bat 
s more difficult task to perform they 
never received half the praise given 
to the raiders. 

“I remember.” continued tbe major, 
“one case In which a woman stabled 
her carriage horses In the parlor for 
two days to keep them out of Mor¬ 
gan's hands. I saw Morgan's men ride 
by that bouse and saw some of them 
stop to listen at the unusual sound of 
horses’ feet on a carpeted floor, but tbe 
parlor horses were not disturbed. Rome 
of our neighbors drove tbelr horses, 
entile and sheep 30 miles Into tbe In¬ 
terior and were sway from borne a 
week. Morgan's men looted right and 
left, and some of them had bolts of 
calico strapped to tbelr saddles when 
they were captnred. 

“Morgan. It must be remembered, 
made bis whole raid with artillery and 
• wagon train, but be was not In Obk> 
to fight, and be demonstrated at once 
tbe ease with which a peaceful district 
may be Invaded by a mobile column 
and at tbe same time the peril Involv¬ 
ed to such a venture. In a few days 
CO.UQO militiamen were In tbe field 
•gainst him At first be played with 
these green sold I era. but at last they 
bung on his flanks, eager for fight as 
bulldogs. In tbe Isst days Hobson's 
men, who bad followed Morgan for 
hundreds of miles through three states, 
closed lo on their old enemies with a 
gleefulness that exceeded anything of 
tbe kind 1 ever saw In the army, and 
Judah's men. dosing In on the other 
tide, settled the fate of the raiders. ‘ 
“Morgan's men knew by the maneu¬ 
vering and the firing when they were 
fac-d hy trained soldiers, and tbe first 
charge of the Union cavalry had In It 
the Impetus of delayed vengeance. The 
Unionists who rode In that charge bad 
old scores to settle, and Morgan's tired 
veterans were overwhelmed. After 
Morgnn had escaped from the peniten¬ 
tiary at Columbus and had reorganised 
his command and was again raiding 
Kentucky hundreds of Union aoldlers 
on tbelr way home for discharge left 
their trains and Joined In the pursuit 
simply to get a crack at the old raider, 
and Morgan knew when tbelr rifles 
spoke that bo was up against tbc real 
thing.”

COLOR OF GOLD COINS. 



» Per DI>tr*or«« la Tlat *4 
Cslu of Frssek Slmtas*. 

Some time ago a Frenchman placed 
together a number of gold coins of 
French mintage of the beginning, mid¬ 
dle and end of the (At century. He 
was much surprised to see that they 
differed in color. He set shoot finding 
out the reasons for this difference, and 
the results of bis Investigations have 
been published In Ls Nature. 

There la a pal mass about the yellow 
of the 10 and 20 franc pieces which 
bear the effigtee of Napoleon 1 and 
Louts XVI11 that la not observed In 
the goldplecea of later mintage. One 
admirer of these coins speaks of tbelr 
color aa a “beautiful paleness” and ex¬ 
presses regret that It la lacking In later 
coins The explanation of It Is very 
simple. Tbe alloy that entered Into the 
French gold coins of those days coo 
taJoed a a much silver as copper, and It 
was tbe silver that gave tbe coins tbelr 
Interest log paleness. 

The coins of the era of Napoleon III 
were more golden In hoe. Tbe allver 
had beeo taken out of the alloy. 

The gold coins of today have a still 
wanner sod deeper tinge of yellow 
with Tbit la because the Paris mint, as well 
as that In London, melts tbe gold and 
tbe copper alloy In hermetically sealed 
boxes, which prevents tbe copper from 
being somewhat bleached, aa It always 
Is when It Is attacked by bot air 8o 
the present coin* bare the full wartn- 
ness of tint that a copper alloy can 
give. 

If the coins of today are oot so band 
some In the oplnlou of amateur collect¬ 
or* as tboae Issued by the first Napo¬ 
leon. they are superior to tboae of ei¬ 
ther of the Napoleons In the fact that 
It coats less to make them. Tbe double 
operation of the oxidation of the copper 
and cleaning It off tbe surface of the 
coin with acids la no longer employed, 
and the large elimination of copper 
from the surface of Che coins, formerly 
practiced, made them leas resistant un¬ 
der wear and tear than are tbe coins 
now lo circulation.
